NITHOGEN IN THE STARS. 

An Important DlMcovery Made at tlio 
Palkowa Observatory* 

A short time ago the Philadelphia 
Record gave an account of the discov¬ 
ery by Dr. Gill at the Cape of Good 
Hope of the existence of oxygen In 
certain stars. The importance of the 
discovery lay in the fact that down to 
that time all attempts to find this ele¬ 
ment In any of the celestial bodies had 
resulted in failure. 

Another element, nitrogen, which has 
hitherto been sought in vain in the 
sun and the stars, has recently been 
discovered by Herr Belopolsky at the 
Pulkowa observatory in one of the 
variable stars in the constellation of 
the Swan—P. Cygni, a star of the fifth 
magnitude. Several photographs of a 
portion of the spectrum of this star 
were obtained by 'a spoctograph at¬ 
tached to the 30 inch refractor of the 
observatory, and out of a total of 22 
lines which appeared on the plates, 9 
black and 13 dark, 7 were ascribed to 
nitrogen. There seems to he little room 
for doubt of the correctness of the 
identification of the lines, so that nitro¬ 
gen may now safely be added to the 
long list of terrestrial elements found 
also in the celestial bodies. The other 
elements identified in this star are hy¬ 
drogen (two lines) ana helium (three 
lines). Eight lines are marked as of 
unknown origin. 

Another point brought out on these 
photographs—doubtless significant of 
tiie cause of the star’s variability if on¬ 
ly it could he interpreted—is that, 
while the bright lines occupy their 
“normal positions,” the dark lines are 
shifted toward the violet end of the 
spectrum, indicating that the body to 
whose light they owe their origin is 
moving toward us, though the bright 
lines indicate glowing gases which are 
not so moving.

The Opening of a New Era. 

History shows that it is difficul 
—if not, indeed, quite impossible— 
for any age to discern the true pur¬ 
port of its own activities. Old 
ideals control public thoguht and 
new ideals emerge from the efforts 
made to reconcile new conditions 
with the old ideals, but the pro¬ 
cess is so gradual that it generally 
escapes contemporary observation, 
It requires but little reflection to 
discover that this fact introduces 
a valuable principle of conserva¬ 
tism in social progress, so that 
great transformation can take 
place without any breach of social 
continuity. The difference • be¬ 
tween the United States of to-day 
and the United States of Washing¬ 
ton’s time is as great as the differ¬ 
ence between the acorn and the 
oak, but the Republic is still that 
which the Fathers planted. 

Nevertheless, though it is impos¬ 
sible to foretell what the future 
may bring forth, there are some 
events so significant that it is plain 
that they are turning points of des¬ 
tiny. Such an event was the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence, the im¬ 
portance of which was apparent to 
contemporary observers, although 
they were quite unable to measure 
that importance. Such an event 
was the war with Spain, which un 
questionably marks the beginning 
of a new era in our national his¬ 
tory, although its nature is yet to 
be developed and will hardly be 
disclosed until our posterity, with 
accomplished results before them* 
are in a position to appreciate 
what we are now doing. 

One fact which has already 
made its Way to the front of our 
politics is that the assumption of 
responsibilities for the govern

The Babcock Test and Those Who 
Oppose It. 

.It is hard to explain by natural laws 
tlie slow progress made in milk testing 
in some localities, says The Creamery 
Journal. It is beyond all question that 
the Babcock test is the leading inven¬ 
tion of the age iu that line. It is sure 
that it is the only practicable method 
known for easily and surely ascertain¬ 
ing the value of the milk for butter 
making. It is certain that unless we 
know the fat coatent of each patron’s 
milk it is impossible to divide the mon¬ 
ey fairly among the many patrons. It 
is certain that if we do not divide it 
fairly we are parties to fraud and in¬ 
justice and have no right to hold our 
heads up among honest mem Why, 
then, are there so many creameries 
where no attempt is made to pay each 
patron his just dues? 

There seems to be no answer possible 
to this except the meanness of man. 
Nature is good and honest. Science is 
trustworthy. The Babcock test is 
founded on nature and science. To use 
it is to make it possible to do right. 
To refuse to use it is to make it im¬ 
possible to do right. 

In the first place, some men are sus¬ 
picious. The ordinary creamery patron 
is not an angel, but a man with tbe in¬ 
herent feelings of mortality. He is 
sensitive when a neighbor gets more 
for his milk than he does, aud he is 
sometimes suspicious that the testing 
was not impartially done. Suspicion 
on the part of some patrons is one 
cause for opposition to the use of the 
test. 

Another cause is dishonesty. There 
are patrons who wish to get the better 
of tlieir neighbors. We are glad to be¬ 
lieve that they are in the minority, but 
they can be found, and they are al¬ 
ways opposing anything whifch pre¬ 
vents them from succeeding in their 
plans. They have thin milk, and they 
want as much for it as if it were better 
milk. So with a few who wish to 
cheat and a few who are envious of a 
neighbor who beats them in the qual¬ 
ity of milk and gets paid accordingly 
there Is opposition to the test among 
patrons. 

Another reason is that the suspicion 
that the testing is not skillfully, care¬ 
fully and honestly done is sometimes 
well founded. There are rascals, sad 
to say, behind the weigh can and in 
the holy of holies of the creamery. 
Lack of confidence in the accuracy of 
the test Is occasionally due to lack of 
confidence in the tester rather than in 
the machine. 


How little we realize in our daily 
contact with the cow what an impor¬ 
tant part she has played In the remot¬ 
est literature of the past, says Hoard’s 
Dairyman. 

The Rig Veda, the ancient scriptures 
of India, contains mention of Traitana, 
one of the divine powers which ruled 
tbe firmament, “destroying darkness 
and sending rain.” •, To this divinity 
was given the office of rescuing the 
celestial cows and slaying the demons 
that had carried them off. “These 
cows,” as Max Mueller tells us, “al¬ 
ways move along the sky, some dark, 
some bright colored. They low over 
their pasture; they are gathered by the 
winds and milked by the bright rays 
of the sun; they drop from their heavy 
udders a fertilizing milk upon the, 
parched and thirsty earth. But some¬ 
times, the poet says, they are carried 
off by robbers and kept in dark eaves 
near the uttermost ends of the sky. 
Then the earth is without rain, the 
pious worshiper offers up his prayer 
to Indra, and Indra rises to conquer 
the cows for him. He sends his dog 
to find the scent of the cattle, and aft¬ 
er she has heard their lowing she re¬ 
turns, and the battle commences. In¬ 
dra hurls his thunderbolt, the Maruts 
ride by his side, the Rudras roar, till 
at last the rock is cleft asunder, the 
demon destroyed and the cows brought 
back to their pasture.” 

This is one of the oldest myths or 
sayings current among the Aryan na¬ 
tions. 

Surely if the cow has furnished such 
inspiration to the most ancient of 
poets, shall she not be deemed worthy 
of a tribute of praise from the farmer 
of today, whom she has so often saved 
from many a devastating financial 
drought? 


Musty Hay. 

Do not feed musty hay to dairy cows, 
nor in fact any kind of fodder that is 
musty, says an exchange. Some be¬ 
lieve that this mustiness will not pass 
through into the milk, and it may be 
so, but we are suspicious of the truth 
of the assertion. It is a fact that there 
is a difference in the flavor of butter 
made on June grass and the butter 
made in the winter when the cows are 
fed on dry hay. If this difference in 
feed makes any difference in flavor, 
why may it not make a good deal of 
difference if the feed be particularly 
bad? Moldy feed is a bad thing to 
have around in any case and should 
be thrown out Using it as cow bed¬ 
ding is likely to make the matter 
worse, for the whole stable will be 
scented with it, and in "the morning 
when the milk is drawn it will certain¬ 
ly be tainted, and this taint will grow 
as the cream ripens. It is not advisa¬ 
ble to use this for bedding and depend 
on airing the bam enough in the morn¬ 
ing to get the smell out. This would 
be seldom done at all, and where done 
it would generally be done in a very 
imperfect manner. The presence of 
spoiled feed is very often the cause of 
poor butter.

Ripeness In Crcniii, 

The preferable degree Of ripeness in 
the cream will be indicated by the fol¬ 
lowing points, says Professor Robert¬

DUTCH BELTED BULL DUKE OF RALPH. 

some claim three—as to fix its name 
and secure recognition as a breed. 
What are known in Holland as "Lakcn- 
feld” cattle are called Dutch Belted in 
this country. 

The animals of this breed are all jet 
black, with a broad band or belt of 
pure white encircling the body. This 
belt or blanket differs in width, but 
rarely reaches so far forward as the 
shoulder blade or back to the hips. On 
cows the fore part of the udder is usu¬ 
ally included. No white is admissible 
elsewhere on the body and no black 
within the white zone. In general con¬ 
formation the cattle are of the dairy 
type, although not to such a degree as 
some others. 

They are docile beasts and fairly 
hardy and vigorous in growth and ac¬ 
tion. In size they rank with the Ayr¬ 
shire, although perhaps somewhat less 
blocky and with longer legs. Individ¬ 
uals are larger in frame, but not often 
heavier. This breed is not uumerous 
either in Europe or America. A few 
specimens were brought to the United 
States in 1S3S, and for a long time 
there were more to be found in the fa¬ 
mous dairying county of Orange, N. Y., 
than in all other parts of the country 
combined. They have become more 
scattered during recent years, and the 
interests of the breed are represented 
by the Dutch Belted Cattle association 
of America. As milk producers these 
belted cows seem to give good satisfac¬ 
tion, although the mill: is not above the 
average in quality. The claim of a 
leading breeder is I hat these cattle are 
“deep milkers, practical, profitable, 
thrifty and picturesque in the extreme 
when seen as a herd at pasture.”

New York’s lire chief, Edward Cro- 
ker, nephew of the Tammany boss, 
has invented the latest device, a “light 
engine.” The new engine will not be 
used directly to help put out fires, says 
a correspondent of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. Nor will it be used at all in 
the daytime. But in the nighttime 
it will be invaluable to the firemen. It 
will have a high pressure boiler and a 
high speed engine, like all other fire 
engines, but in place of a pump and 
pipes it will have a big electric dyna¬ 
mo and a powerful searchlight. This 
searchlight will be different from all 
others. Instead of throwing a great 
beam a long distance it will radiate 
illumination over a wide area. 

The ordinary searchlight has a lens 
made of bars of glass running straight 
up and down. This concentrates the 
full strength of the light in a solid 
beam that carries anywhere from 500 
feet to five miles. In the light design¬ 
ed by Chief Croker the glass bars are 
placed horizontally in the lens frame.

Prepotent Power. 

The one thing that is absolutely es¬ 
sential in dairy stock blood is a pre¬ 
potent power to create in progeny a 
mammary capacity that shall be great 
in proportion to the other anatomical 
and physiological developments of the 
animal. If the farmer is going to feed 
a broad ration to bis cows, a consider¬ 
ably greater development of frame and 
muscle may be allowable in his breed¬ 
ing stock than If a narrow, well bal¬ 
anced ration is to be fed, but even if 
the fanner Is not going to feed a ra¬ 
tion that will entirely utilize the pow¬ 
ers of such - mammary development 
and also the demands of the general 
system still if the large mambiary de¬ 
velopment Is present that mass of tis¬ 
sues will attract to itself and turn to 
account its due proportion of all of 
the blood manufactured by the cow.—

FIREMAN’S HELMET. 

This spreads the light, as shot is 
spread out of a choke bore gun. It 
doesn’t carry nearly so far, hut covers 
much more space on the target. 

The introduction of the “light en¬ 
gine” will mean the elimination of one 
of the greatest sources of danger for 
the fire fighters. Nothing is so produc¬ 
tive of accidents at night fires as the 
darkness. In the daytime and in light 
places men are seldom caught in a 
trap, even when a “smothered fire” 
has eaten away the props of floor or 
roof. If he can only see, the fireman's 
practiced eye can generally discern pre¬ 
liminary indications of danger when 
the support on which he is standing or 
the particular place that he is ap¬ 
proaching has been undermined. But 
at night ho can discern nothing of 
these indications and must bliudly 
take chances, trusting to luck and agili¬ 
ty for bis escape when the trap mani¬ 
fests Itself by the trembling that al¬ 
ways precedes the caving In of it roof 
or floor. 

Even if ho notices the trembling In 
time or if a burst of flame shooting out 
of the smudge reveals it to him be fre¬ 
quently finds himself unable to escape, 
because in the dnrkness and smoke he 
does not know which way to turn for 
safety. Often even after the floor or 
roof has sunk under his feet the fire¬ 
man might still save himself if he 
could only see. Somewhere in most 
“caves” there is a way out or a shelter, 
bufat night the fireman, groping help¬ 
lessly in the dark, must rely entirely 
on his sense of touch to find either. 

The Smoke helmet, though not so 
novei, is an exceedingly useful con¬ 
trivance. It is an awkward looking 
affair, about two feet high and some¬ 
what over three feet in circumference. 
It is carried in a polished hard wood 
ease and is guarded and tended as 
carefully as a watch, for the firemen 
are very much attached to it. It la 
made of leather. It covers the head 
completely, and its base rests on the 
shoulders, where it is held firmly <u 
position by means of straps that run 
under the armpit. It is Intended to be 
worn in places so filled with smoke 
that an Unprotected man could Hot ex¬ 
ist therein at all. 

Although the life saving cage recent¬ 
ly adopted by the New York fire de¬ 
partment has not yet been put to a 
practical test, the firemen expect great 
things from it. It looks not unlike a 
toboggan. The cage Is about six feet 
long and two and a half wide, with 
wire sides and a curved bottom, made 
of heavy metal. It is made to run 
along a strong ladder, elevated by 
means of a windlass and working on a 
revolving platform fastened at the 
.front end of the hook and ladder truck 
that carries It. It is attached to a 
stout wire cable which passes over a 
pulley at the top of the ladder and is 
under the control of a fireman whose 
station is on the truck. After the lad¬ 
der has been raised it is swung around 
against the front of the building, and 
then the “cate” is ready for business. 


Two Effective and Inexpensive Silos 
Built In an Old Barn, 

A good and effective silo can be built 
at a comparatively small cost accord¬ 
ing to an American Agriculturist <,*or- 
respondent, who tells how he accom¬ 
plished the matter: I have two small 
silos, one holding 40 and the other 60 
tons. I raise and put into these silos 
on an average 90 tons of ensilage each 
year and find that this amount will 
carry 12 cows for six months. The 
smaller of the two silos was erected 12 
years ago and is still doing good serv¬ 
ice. The other one was built eight 
years after. They were put up for a 
cash outlay of less than $20 each. Most 
of the labor was done by myself on 
days when it was too stormy for out¬ 
side work. 

The silos are built in the ends of two 
bays in the barn. The barn is old style, 
with no basement, the thrashing floors 
being raised about 4% feet above the 
level of the ground. In building the 
silos a trench two feet deep was first 
dug under the three sills and across 
the bottom of the bay. This trench 
was filled with small field stone well 
rammed. A two foot wall of larger 
field stone laid in mortar was built on 
top of this and well cemented under 
the sills. It was only necessary to 
erect studding for one wall, using 2 by 
10 plank 17 feet long, that being the 
height of the barn posts. The frame 
of the barn surrounding three sides of 
the bay joined the other walls. Un¬ 
planed spruce boards were nailed up 
and down on the frame inside and out. 
Tarred paper was then tacked over 
this course, lapping the paper six inch¬ 
es. A second course of boards was 
then nailed on, taking care to break 
joints. This made four courses of 
boards and two layers of paper on each 
wall—i. e., counting the inside and out¬ 
side of wall. 

A beveled board one foot wide was 
then nailed up and down the inside of 
each corner and the space behind filled 
with sawdust. The bottom or floor 
was dug out saucer shaped. Six inches 
of small stones were then put over the 
floor and rammed solid. Coarse, clean 
gravel was next tamped in until the 
spaces between the stones were thor¬ 
oughly filled, and finally an inch of 
best Portland cement was then put on 
and floated off smooth. The cement 
was made with sand, four parts of the 
latter to one of cement. The door was 
made 32 inches wide and extended 
from plate to barn floor, the latter be¬ 
ing four feet from bottom of silo. Two 
cleats were nailed on inside of door 
jambs from top to floor, and door sec¬ 
tions were made of two thicknesses of 
boards to fit in the grooves made by 
the cleats. These sections are put in 
as tiie silos are being filled, and tarred 
paper is tacked on the inside and the 
silage thrown against it.

toria. It comprises teat cups, with 
finger loops for the thumb and finger 
arranged longitudinally on opposite 
sides, which prevent the milker’s 
hands from coming in contact with the 
teats and thus transferring dirt or dis¬ 
ease germs from one animal to another. 
The milk is conducted to the milk pail 
through rubber tubes, and, as the pail 
is inclosed, there is no contamination 
there, so that, provided the milk is 
from a good, healthy cow, the dairy¬ 
man is assured of milk as pure and 
free from contamination as it is pos¬ 
sible to get it.

Breaking; Down Corn Stubble. 

Concerning the thrashing down of 
com stubble in fields that are to 
be planted in oats an Ohio Farmer 
correspondent; advises that, the work 
l-e done when the ground is frozen 
hard, with an inch or less snow on. 
Get a straight pole about 33 feet long 
and about 4 Inches in diameter at the 
smallest end. This will reach across 
eight or nine rows. Gut two notches 
around it about eight feet apart. Cut 
tiie notches nearer the butt tlmn the 
top of the pol”, as it is larger and heav¬ 
ier at that end, and then fasten a log 
chain around 1 • in each notch and bring 
the ends together and fasten to the

clevis of the doubletrees, as in Fig, 1. 
He thinks tills is a better way than 
harrowing down corn stubble in the 
spring, as tiie stub will be broken off 
from the root and will not be so much 
in the way in cultivating and drilling. 
As an amendment to this plan anoth¬ 
er writer suggests the use of two poles 
Instead of one, fastened together as 
shown in the second figure, which he 
says will work better, Bore two inch 
auger holes in poles and use good, 
tough pieces three feet long for cross¬ 
pieces. Put the large end of the one 
with the small end of the other. Not 
more than 25 feet in length is advised 
unless the ground is very level. 


The Dual Purpose Cow. 

Numerous have been the articles re¬ 
garding the dual purpose animal, and 
it has been noticed that the last ditch 
in the line of defense taken by the op¬ 
ponents of this valuable animal is the 
difficulty of producing ber, writes Pro¬ 
fessor A. G. Hopkins of the Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture in The Breeder’s 
Gazette. .Judging from the standpoint 
of the special purpose man. this objec¬ 
tion is well uigh insuperable, and yet 
when Investigation is made among 
those pure breds and their grades, 
which are allowed to come tiie nearest 
to dual purpose stock, we find that the 
objection stated is no longer tenable. 

No one Will deny but that the special 
purpose cow has her place, and in all 
fairness we should also allow as much 
for tiie dual purpose animal. To be 
specific, the place for the dual purpose 
cow. a cow that will not only give a 
fair quantity of milk and butter, but 
that will also produce a calf that will 
make, if properly fed. a marketable, 
fat animal, is in the west, in northern 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, the Da¬ 
kotas and the Canadian northwest. 
According to my own observations and 
experience, I have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing that the Shorthorn will give us 
the dual purpose animal, and doubtless 
such breeds as the Red Polls may also 
do it As to the other breeds I am un¬ 
able, through lack of experience, to 
claim such a valuable quality or char¬ 
acteristic for them.

GROWING GOOSEBERRIES. 

Proper Soil, JPcrtilker, Etc.—How to 

Plant, prune and Cultivate, 

Gooseberries do best on a clay soil 
which has been made rich by a liberal 
application of well rotted manure. I 
find that few fertilizers surpass barn¬ 
yard manure. I have also used as a 
mulch well rotted straw, wood and 
coal ashes, leaves, vines and anything 
that could be gathered up. After se¬ 
lecting the location I prepare ray land 
by plowing and pulverizing thorough¬ 
ly. I then mark out rows six feet 
apart, using great care to have them 
perfectly straight. With two horses 
and a large plow I furrow out and set 
my plants six feet apart in the fur¬ 
row, The pinnts can then be cultivated 
each way. To some this distance may 
seem great, but I find from experience 
that it is much the best, as there is 
plenty of room for cultivation and the 
application of fertilizers. The space 
between the bushes can be utilized for 
growing beans, cucumbers, muskmel- 
ons,' dwarf tomatoes and the like, as 
the vines remain green a long time, 
thus affording shade and protection to 
the soil during the summer. 

I prefer to plant in spring as soon as 
the soil is dry enough to work well, es¬ 
pecially if the plants have been taken 
.up the previous fall and heeled in over 
winter. Select hardy, vigorous bushes 
and take great care in setting. It is 
of the greatest importance to get a full 
stand, for plants that are put in later 
are at a great disadvantage and seldom 
do well. Properly prune both roots and 
tops before planting, lay the roots out 
straight in the furrow and cover with 
a fine, rich soil. With me cultivation 
is the easiest part. With a section of 
my steel harrow I can do the work to 
perfection at small cost. After the 
fruit is harvested and the vine crop,, if 
any, is out of the way I plow tho lon¬ 
gest way of the field with a diamond 
plow, throwing the soil to the bushes. 
In early spring 1 cultivate the other 
way rfnd harrow, which levels the 
ground and prepares it for the small 
crops. The sooner this plowing is done 
after the fruit is off the better, con¬ 
cludes a writer in New England Home¬ 
stead. 

A New York Farmer's Ideas. 

Every 
day the pens are carefully cleaned out, 
and a thick layer of fine spruce log 
wood shavings is put in. The shavings 
absorb all the moistures created by 
the cattle, take up little room and are 
easily cleaned up and carted off for 
manure. 1 buy the shavings for about 
20 cents a bale of 100 pounds or 8-1 a 
ton. Now, straw, which is hard to get 
at times, costs from $8 to $10 a ton. 
does not absorb the moisture and is 
difficult to handle. 

The Hard Lot of the Grindstone. 

The griudstone on the farm sees 
pretty hard usage. The softer the 
stone, the harder usage it receives. Tlie 
grinding surface of the sione is more 
likely to be as shown nt the left of the 
cut than it is to have an even face or 
slightly beveled surface, as at the right 
in the same picture. Tho former con¬ 
dition comes from grinding axes, 
scythes, machine knives, etc., with 
their edges lengthwise of the stone in¬ 
stead of across it. This cannot be 
helped in grinding some tools. But 
when the stone does assume this 
shape, making it Impossible to grind a 
chisel or any fiat edged tool decently, 
it is a good time to get a spade—spades 
are usually dull—and bold It on the 
stone until it is sharp, when the Irregu¬ 
larities in the surface of the stone will
